Until 
that time, candidates of other parties 
if satisfactory will he given their sup 
port. 
In case all other candidates are 
unsatisfactory, the party will put their 
own choices in the field. 
Labor, according to William John 
ston, president of the Brotherhood of 
Machinists who called today’s meet 
ing. will not find it difficult to coop 
erate with the United Farm ers Bloc. 
“We expect to build up the senate 
farm bloc and make a real American 
bloc,’ he said. 
The meeting here is unique, as this 
is the first time any real attem pt has 
been made to get the various groups 
of labor and farm ers together. 
Ses­ 
sions will be active, and will continue 
for three days. 
Besides the 16 standard 
Railway 
unions, representatives of the social­ 
ist. party, the United Mine W orkers 
American Federation of Labor, Am­ 
erican Society of Equity, Committee of 
Forty-eight, 
F arm ers Labor 
Party 
N on-Partisan league, Single Taxes and 
many other groups will attend. 
Representatives 
of the 
American 
Teachers Association and prominent 
clergymen will also attend, it is ex­ 
pected, to take p art in the meeting. 
A rthur C. Townley, president of the 
national non-partisian league, and said 
to he one of the leaders of the United 
F arm ers National Bloc, will take ac­ 
tive part in the meeting, it is expected. 
President John L. Lewis, 
of the 
United Mine W orkers will attend to ­ 
morrow, and will hold a conference 
with officials of the railway unions 
relative to the threatened coal strike. 
The rail union men 
probably will 
promise him their moral support in 
the strike, and pass resolutions to that 
effect, according to Johnston.

Chicago, Feb. 20—Farm and trade 
unionists were called upon to take po­

Washington, Feb. 20—The trend of 
general industrial and business con­ 
ditions a a traced by the Federal Re­ 
serve Board in its 
annual 
report 
made public today, points upward. 
This report Is recognized oh a b ar­ 
ometer of Industry -indicating the bot­ 
tom of the depression wan hit in the 
latter part of last year and predicts a 
gradual and substantial betterment. 
The points in this official financial 
review are: 
Favorable industrial 
reaction has 
been manifested In banking conditions 
which will be reflected in every indus­ 
try. 
The success of the Federal Reserve 
system in financially proven. 
The system has satisfactorily tided 
iver the major Industrial party, tha 
farmer, through the period of depres­ 
sion. 
The depression era wns much worse 
than generally believed. 
Governor W. P. G. Harding, reserve 
hoard head analysed each develop- 
uent. 
He refrained as much as possi­ 
ble from predictions of the future, 
which clearly Indicates an expectation 
of a general revival. 
“The report will 
doubteless 
shed 
much light upon the 
unprecedented 
conditions with which credit and bank­ 
ing organizations of the country and 
most particularly the Federal Reserve 
system has had to deal” 
he stated. 
“The great economic reaction was 
lot reflected immediately in the opera­ 
tion of the system, for while a fall In 
commodities, which began in the case 
of silk in March 1920 had extended In 
i spectacular degree to practically all 
ommodltles in October, the expansion 
if reeerve hanks continued until early 
ii November."

AN IMPRESSIVE CONTRAST 


The Washington correspondents say 
that Democratic Senators have set in 
motion a plan for revenge on the pend­ 
ing treaties because of the killing of 
the League of Nations. 
But the conditions at present are 
entirely different from those attend­ 
ing the so-called “killing of the Lea­ 
gue of Nations.” 
President Harding gave fitting and 
proper recognition to the United States 
Senate, the partner of the chief execu­ 
tive in the business of making treat­ 
ies. by giving it half the United States 
delegation in tile Armament. Confer­ 
ence which drafted the treaties now 
before tile Senate. Not only so. hut lie 
recognized the Democratic party by 
placing on the delegation its leader 
in the Semite. 
The American m em­ 
bers of the Conference, In close touch 
daily with a large advisory council of 
representative men and women from 
all parts of tile country, were enabled 
to speak for all the people so far as it 
is possible for anyone so to speak. The 
American people were thus taken into 
the fullest 
confidence 
by 
President 
Harding and his reperesentatives at 
every step in connection with the Con­ 
ference. 
This is in striking contrast to the 
situation during the Senate’s discus­ 
sion of the Versailles treaty. 
No one 
in the Senate had any knowledge of 
that treaty. 
Mr. Wilson refused point 
blank to furnish the Senate with in­ 
formation which it called for. He had 
moreover, so interwoven the League 
provisions with the treaty of peace 
that the League must he accepted or 
the whole treaty rejected, 
lf lie had 
submitted the two questions separ­ 
ately there would have been an oppor­ 
tunity for members of the Senate to 
ratify the one and reject the other. 
But no, Mr. Wilson, would listen to 
no suggestions from 
the 
opposition 
party or from the leaders of his own. 
He would have his way or none. 
As 
iii Paris lie had wholly ignored the oth­ 
er members of the American delega­ 
tion during the formulation of the 
treaty, he now insisted that the treaty 
and tile League must be accepted and 
ratified by the Senate as submitted; 
lie would accept no reservations w hat­ 
ever; there must not be the dotting of 
an *‘i” or the crossing of a "t”. 
ll 
must be his treaty or no treaty. 
The two policies have nothing w h at­ 
ever in common - n o approach to sim­ 
ilitude—only the most impressive con­ 
trast. 


General Henry J. Reilly, who is now 
editor -in-chief of the Army and Navy 
Journal, in announcing the future pol­ 
icy of the paper, declares: 
“ It also intends to c a rry on a vig­ 
orous and persistent warfare against 
pacifists, parlor Bolshevists, and other 
theorists w’ho are so evident in peace 
and so inconspicuous in war.” 
That is a statement th at will be ap­ 
preciated by a good many people who 
sometimes become exceedingly weary 
of those worthy persons who thrive 
on visions and hear n aught but voices 
in the air.

MOTOR VEHICLE TAXES 


Highway Commissioner Babcock, in 
a lengthy published 
statement 
con­ 
cerning tho so-called Babcock motor 
tax hill, admits that ii has inconsist­ 
encies and irregularities and should 
be revised and amended. He says the 
motor vehicle tax revenue in 11*21 was 
$5,616,000, Federal aid added $2,840,- 
000 and counties sold reimbursement 
bonds for projects “which materially 
swelled the list of accomplishments.” 
He also says: “If justice is to he ac­ 
corded 
the 
highway 
development 
scheme future motor 
vehicle 
taxes 
should be made to yield an annual 
minimum of $7,500,000. 
This figure 
should be the basis for computing 
proper tax rates.” 
In other words he 
would add $1,884,000 to the burden 
now carried by the owners of motor 
cars and trucks, who are the only per­ 
sons taxed to build these highways. 
There is a very general demand for 
a revision of the tax bill, but those 
who are paying these heavy tuxes now, 
and alone 
bearing tile entire burden, 
will at the proper time insist that the 
revision be downward instead of up­ 
ward.

CITY ATTORNEY EXPLAINS EF­ 
FECT OF PROPOSED ORDINANCE 


F e b ru a ry IO, 1922 


League of Women Voters, 
Brainerd, Minn- 
Iii answer to your Inquiry in which 
you present three questions relative 
to the proposed liquor ordinance vot­ 
ed on at the last council meeting, I 
offer the following opinion. 
Would 
ordinance 
provide 
for 
search of premises for liquor? 
In regard to searchin g of premises 
do not believe there would be any 
difference between search made u n ­ 
der the ordinance from that made u n ­ 
der the presnt law. 
In both cases. .t 
would be necessary to file a complaint 
for a search w arran t, and a search 
w a rra n t necessary to m ake search. 
The only difference would be that the 
ordinance would permit the Issuance 
of the w arra n ts by city authorities, 
whereas such w a r ra n ts are 
now 
is­ 
sued by county authorities. 
I may 
add that there is n o th in g prohibited 
in the proposed ordinance that is not 
now prohibited under the state law. 
The duty of enforcing ordinances is 
on the mayor and the police d e p a r t­ 
ment of the city. 
The other differ­ 
ences, which are m a tte rs 
of 
proce­ 
dure, are that under the present, Mal 
law cases are brought, under the s u ­ 
pervision of the county a n t h o ri n e 
first into the 
municipal 
court 
fir 
hearing, I lien go to the district court 
tor trial, and if the sentence is a fine 
it is paid to the 
county. 
Whereas, 
under an ordinance, the eases would 
be brought by city authorities in the 
municipal court and the 
lilies 
paid 
to Hie city of Brainerd. 
Under 
the 
stale law, there may be a period of 
six months between the 
arrest 
and 
hearin g iii the municipal 
court 
an i 
tin- trial in the district court; where 
as under 
(he 
ordinance 
the 
trial 
y o u Id be within a day or 
two 
after 
t he arrest. 
Would a jury trial be likely to 
b. 
demanded for 
violation 
of 
the o r ­ 
dinance? 
In reply to your 
second 
question 
concerning trial by jury. I 
wish 
ie 
advise that there is no ju ry trial 
tor 
violations of an ordinance, but 
that 
same are tried before the judge of the 
municipal court. 
Would tile enforcing 
of 
the 
o\ - 
dinance create additional cost to 
the 
city? 
Your third question dealing 
with 
the cost of enforcing such an 
ordin­ 
ance is really not a question of 
lav. 
but the answer would largely depend 
upon the 
manner 
adopted 
by 
tho 
mayor in 
such 
enforcement. 
P er­ 
sonally I 
can 
not 
see 
how 
there 
w ould be any additional costs to 
th * 
city to enforce 
such 
an 
ordinance, 
lilt would r ath e r be a 
financial 
ad 
vantage us the tines would then paid 
lo the city rather th a n to the county. 
However. I do not wish to be 
u nder­ 
stood'to imply that the financial end 
should play any part in 
considering 
the advisability of 
an 
ordinance of 
this nature.

ter and the spirit ot the E ighteenth 
Amendment to our constitution: 
LAW ENFORC EM ENT 
The question of the lim itation 
of personal liberty is, in the first 
instance, si question 
of 
political 
philosophy, and not of law. 
In 
the evolution of 
government 
we 
have gradually limited the sphere 
of individual liberty. 
From the 
standpoint of the government, the 
only sound view is that of law en 
foroement. 
W hatever differences 
of opinion exist in the views as to 
the wisdom ot some of these laws 
can be of no concern to tile a g e n ­ 
cies for law enforcement. 
The Ex 
ecutive Department 
cannot 
make 
the laws. 
It is equally true that ii 
cannot nullify laws. 
Tp refuse or 
to neglect to enforce a valid e n a c t ­ 
ment of toe legislative departm ent 
of government, or to 
enforce 
ii 
mechanically or hail-heartedly. or 
to wink ai its violation, is w i t h ­ 
out justification 
on 
any 
sound 
theory of government. 
Those who 
ask it. or expect it. not only con­ 
tribute to lawlessness, but destroy 
the basis upon which 
their 
own 
security rests.

hard dark Northern is the 
best 
bread 
making 
wheat 
in 
tin; 
world. 
The Ideal wheat for milling 
should 
weigh 58 pounds or 
more; 
should contain 14 per cent of bread 
gluten of the proper quality; should 
be hard and vitreous, of a dark red 
color, free from yellow berry; free 
from disease, especially smut and scab. 
It should be cleaned anil free from 
cockle, king-head, mustard, wild peas, 
rye. barley, other varieties of spring 
wheat, 
durum 
and 
especially 
red 
durum. 
This is the kind of wheat that 
millers want, and are willing to pay 
for. 
It is no uncommon occurrence 
for millers to bid 25 cents to 40 cents 
per bushel more for such wheat. Even 
our seed wheat is badly mixed. 
While 
much of It purports to be Marquis, 
yet it is mixed with the seed of other 
varieties of wheat anil other grains 
which are mostly Inseparable. 
The tendency for years has been to 
raise as large a yield with as little 
work as possible. 
Farmers have been 
urged by advisors, who should know' 
better, to sacrifice quality for yield 
and there is very little wheat of any 
kind 
in the spring wheat territory I 
which is not contaminated by weed 
I 
seeds and disease in addition to the 
mixtures which lower its value sis 
milling wheat. 
Marquis wheat has become estab­ 
lished as the most desirable variety

present 
in 
nearly 
all 
parts of the spring wheat states. The

BETTER THAN FROM SHOCK 


Good F arm Practice to Stack Because 
in a W e t Season Q uality of 
W h e a t la Protected. 


Wheat generally is threshed from 
the shook to avoid flu* labor and ex 
pense of stacking. 
Proper stacking 
of wheat is good practice, however, 
and will pay. 
It is belter protection 
from the w e a th e r and the finality of 
the grain is usually improved by tin* 
curing 
process 
taking place 
in 
the 
stuck. 
Nearly 
every 
f a n n e r 
will 
testily that Hie quality of the wheat 
is improved enough lo pay for sl a c k ­ 
ing. 
One of the main difficultjes no wadays 
is to secure competent stackers. 
T he ground selected for tile stack 
should he well drained. 
High ground

The stacks should Im* located where 
most convenient for threshing or feed­ 
ing or upon thin or poor spots in the 
field. 
It is good practice to build a plat 
form of old rails, boards, etc., In ord er 
to keep Hie bottom courses off Hie 
ground.

ly better and more profitable to thresh 
from th'* stack than from the shock 
even though i. may be a little more 
work in Hie first instance. 
Threshing green or dump wheat and 
putting it directly

almost certainly result in si loss.
